THE TAX ON LABOR.

Discussion by the League of Single Taxers
~The Deductions I n in & Debat
House Rent, and by Whom It Is Pald,

The Single Tax League held a meeting
last evening, the subject slated for dis-
cussion being the axiom that “Laber can-
not pet its full earnings without the adop-
tion of the single tax.”” About 20 persons
were present, snd Emund Zardley, as nsual,
presided.

The Chairmsn remarked that herecog-
nized two classes in those who attended the
meetings, the members of the League and
iriends who were attracted to the meeting
by interest in the discussion. He hoped
thnt they would give the questions consider-
ation, and assist by their contributions
toward defraying the expeoses of the meet-
ings,

Mr. Roberts read a short paper in which
he went over the oft debated respective re-
lations of land, labor and capital. He pro-
ceeded to demoustrate that under a proper
ndjustment of economic affairs the only
charge against labor would be the annual
tax on the land.

Mr. McDade argued, geverally, that rent
was paid by labor, which wus asa con-
sequence, just so muoch the poorer, accord-
ing to the nmount it had to pay. He held
that the whole system of taxation and rent
charges was a conspiracy agaiost labor.
The single tax plan wounld, ss far as land
was concerned, give to labor its full earn-
ing, and exert a proper influence toward
other reforms,

Mr. Knight could not agres with the
proposition that labor would get its full
earnings through the ndoption of the single
tax. At best 1t would be but a step in that
direction. The single tax wonld wipe out
monopolistic reot and give it to labor.
Moneopolistic rent Mr. Kuight described as
the fictitious value of land held by specun-
lators who obtained a monopoly of it, and
by resson of the necessi of extended
cultivation obtained so much more rent for
it from investors than it would bring if
open to sglection to ull. Tt was easy to un-
derstand why rents in the more settled
sections of the couutry were higher than
those further West. Men are will-
ing to pay for the privilege of being
inits each other's neighborbood,and enjoying
the incidental sociai nllunla:u aad these
charges represent the land values. These
were dependent on the improvements made
by the publie, and thevy should belong to
the public that made them, aud wnot to the
capitalist. Under the present system, the
taxation which one man escapes the other
has to make up, and it isalways those who
can best afford to carry the burdea who
eseape it

Mr. Hoches and the Chairman disagreed

at more leugth than space can be giveu
them.
